Chase of 
Tracy Ends 







Desperate Outlaw Prefers Sui- 
cide to Surrendering to 
His Pursuers. 



Wounded and Surrounded in a 
Grain Field Sees no Way 
of Escape. 



And a Bullet Through His Head 
Ends His Career of 
Crime. 



Spokane, .Auk. C— Harry Tracy, th 
outlaw, committed suicide in a wheat 
field near Fellowes ' at 4:30 0. in. II 
was surrounded by a posse. 

After baffling the officers of two states 
and after a wonderful flight of nearly 
-100 miles across Oregon and Washing- 
ton, Tracy was hunted down liy four 
citizens of the little farming town of 
Creston, and a single deputy-sheriff 
Oheriff .Gardner and a posse arrived to 
guard the wheat field through the uight, 
but the work had already been done. 
The posse, win) share the reward, was 
made up as follows: C. A. Struuth, de- 
puty sheriff; Dr. 10. ('. Clauter, 'Maurice 
Smith, attorney; J. J. .Morrison, railway 
section foreman, and Frank iLillcngcn. 

Those men, armed to the teeth, set 
out from Creston yesterday afternoon. 
They were working on the information 
of the Goldfinch youth, who had been 
forcibly made the companion of the Ore- 
gon convict for over 24 hours, at the 
ranch of L. B. Eddy, on Lake creek, 
about three miles south from Fellowes, 
u statiou on the Washington Central 
railway. The party .made all possible 
lias to in getting to the ranch. When 
within a few yards of the farm they 
encountered Eddy mowing in one of his 
fields. While engaging him in conver- 
sation they saw a man issue from the 
barn door. Is that Tracy, asked one 
of the party, "it surely is," replied Eddy. 

The party seperated, Clanter nndSinith 
accompanied Eddy in the direction of 
the barn, while the other two men 
swung around on the other side. Two 
of the pursuers stepped behind the barn, 
while the other two men swung around 
un the other side. Two of the pursuers 
stepped behind tho barn on a slight emi- 
nence from which they could watcli 
everything that went on, and '.Eddy went 
mi up to the door. 

Tracy came from the liarn again and 
began helping his host to unhitch the 
horses. Jlo carried no rifle, although he 
had Ids revolvers in place. The fugitive 
finally saw tho men carrying rifles, and 
turned sharply to 'Eddy, asking, ' Wbja 
are those men?" "1 don't see any men," 
said Eddy. Tracy pointed out the two 
men on the hill. Eddy informed his 
companion who the men were, and tho 
outlaw made a leap for the barn door. 
The pursuers stepping a bit closer, com- 
manded, ''Hold up your hands." The 
outlaw jumped behind Eddy and first 
placed the farmer und ids horse between 
himself, and the pursuers. IHe com- 
manded the fanner to lead his horse 
to tho barn und remained under cover, 
moving toward shelter. 

When near tho stable he broke and 
dashed inside. I To quickly reappeared, 
l'ifJc in hand, nud started on a (lend run. 

Turning to the two nearest him, ho 
tired two shots, but neither took effect. 
Without waiting Tracy made a dnsh 
down the valley leading south from the 
barn, nnd hoaded for the brush. In an 
instant the pursuers were after him, 
tiring as they ran. Coining to a rock, 
Tracy dodged behind it and resting his 
gun on it began to fusilade. Eight shots 
in all were tired by him, not one hitting 
its mark. Seeing he was unsuccessful 
he bolted for a wheat field. At the edge 
of the liold ho stumbled, falling on his 
face, and then crawled into the grain 
on his hands and knees. It was growing 
dark, and tho pursuers decided to sur- 
round the place und wait for daylight. 

In the meantime Sheriff Gardner of 
Lincoln county, with reinforcements, ar- 
rived, and went into camp around the 
held during the night. 

Shortly after Tracy disappeared a shot 
was heard from the direction of the 
wheat held. No investigation was 
made, however, until this moruingr As 
soon as dawn came the wheat field was 
entered. 

Tracy's corpse was found lying amid the 
gram with his race turned toward tho 
sky. His left hand hold the revolver 
with which he had ended his life. His 
right hand firml ygrasped the barrel of 
right hand firmly grasped the barrel of 
volver so close to his forehead that the 
top of his head was badly shattered. 
I wo bullet wounds in the left leg showed 
the cause of tho man's despair. One shot 
had broken the leg between the ankle 
nnd tho knee. The other cut the tibial 
artery winch in itself was sufficient to 
cause death. 

lit is believed that both of these wounds 
were received after the convict loft the 
shelter of the rock, and made his break 
for the wheat field. The fiugitive took 
a strap and buckled it tight around his 
leg in an attempt to stop tho bleeding. 
Despite this the bleeding continued until 
ho possibly realized his hopeless condi- 
tion, and ended the struggle. 

lie was dressed in blue overalls and a 
White shirt, nnd wore no coat or vest. 
He wore a bicycle cap and a pair of 
rough shoes. He had one rifle nnd two 
revolvers. Sheriff Gardner helped in 
the discovery of tho body, and it is said 
that he maintained that he and ids depu- 
ties are entitled to at least a share of 
the reward. This was disputed by the 
CrestoTi party, the members of which 
maintain that they did the work, and 
to them belongs the reward. Finally 
Gardner was allowed to take the body 
with the understanding that he recom- 
mended that the reward be paid to tho 
men from Creston. 

The body, effects and horses of tho 
desperado were taken in charge by 
Gardner and taken direct to Haven 
port, where they will be kept pending 
tho decision of the final disposition of 
the body. Reports came from Daven- 
port that wild excitement prevails. 
Stores are closed and people are crowd- 
ing around to get a sight of tho dead 
outlaw. It is said that a heavy guard 
is kept around the morgue where the 
body is kept, as well as around the 
corpse itself, to prevent relic hunters 
from tearing the clothing to pieces and 
carrying away souvenirs. An inquest 
will be held.

Harvesting Will Be in Full Swing 
in Less Than Two 
« Weeks. 



Winnipeg, Aug. G. — The C. P. R. 
crop report received yesterday was of 
the most favorable character. It was 
important too because it was reassur- 
ing after the individual grumblings heard 
from different parts of the province ow- 
ing to the dry, hot weather. The gen- 
end report, if summarized, would read: 
"Nil damage to crops since last report; 
weather favorable; wjieat advance rap- 
id; filling out well. If present weather 
continues, 'harvesting should commence 
from 15th tu 20th." 

Tho reports from tho northwestern 
section, formerly the Manitoba & North- 
Western rail way, were most favorable. 
Russell and Newdale agents predict 
that tho wheat yield per acre In their 
district will not be Jess than 40 bushels. 
Langenburg nnd liinsenrth estimate the 
yield at 35 bushels per acre, Yorkton 
at 31) bushels and Neepawa at 25, while 
at other points on this line the predic- 
tion is from 25 to 30 bushels per acre. 
i ortage la Prairio also gives an excel- 
lent report, saying tho weather is nil 
that could be desired. The yield of 
wheat on the Portage Plains will aveu- 
ngu 20 bushels per acre, oats 50 and 
barley 40. Wheat shipping will com- 
mence in the Portage district about 
August IS. 

Wheat cutting is expected to com- 
mence at Crystnl City from August 12 
to 15, and at Trohern and Deloraine 
August 15. The agent at the last 
named point predicts that the wheat 
yield will not be loss than 23 bushels 
per acre, oats GO, barley 40 and ilax 20. 
Souris will have a slightly better crop 
of wheat and barley; the' former will 
yield 28 bushels to tho aero and the lat- 
ter 03, while the oats yield is estimates 
at 55 bushels per aero. 

Tho Whitewater agent says farmers 
in his district will beat all records with 
their crops this year. Tho wheat will 
average 35 bushels, oats 75 and barley 
40 bushels per acre. Rath well will have 
a good wheat crop, 27 to 30 bushels per 
acre, but oats and barley will be lighter 
and will not exceed 40 bushels per acre. 
The crop at Hartney is estimated as 
follows: Wheat 25, oats 45 und barley 
40 bushels per acre. The Boissevain 
agent predicts that harvesting will com- 
mence in his district about the 20th 
instant, and the yield will be: Wheat 
30, oats 00 and barley 40 bushels por 
acre. IMoosemin also sends in a report 
estimating tho yield of wheat this year 
at 30 bushels and oats at 50 bushels per 
i ere. 

Calgary reports that fine weather still 
continues general all over tho Terri- 
tories, so there is little doubt crops will 
be good. In the immcdinto vicinity of 
Calgary some damage was done to grain 
by the wet weather In the early part of 
the summer, but crops generally have 
recovered from the set back, and there 
Is now every indication of a good yield. 
This is particularly true of fall wheat, 
which is proving to be' well adapted to 
this section of the country. 

In Southern Alberta grain is also do- 
ing well, as judging from present signs 
many farmers will reap wheat which 
will 'go from 25 to 40 bushels per acre. 
In the 'North the out crop will bo very 
heavy. Crops have been growing very 
fast and signs are not wanting that more 
grain will bo carried out this fall than 
ever before in the history of this coun- 

'it is, however, on the great plain of 
Assiniboia that tho banner crops will 
be harvested. The weather has been 
very favorable to grain growers in this 
section of the country, and if the present 
weather holds, the largest crop ever 
known will be reaped. Taken as a 
whole, the crops in the Territories are 
promising very well, and in consequence 
the farmers all look forward to a profit- 
able season and increased farm value.

STEEL SHIP-BUILDING. 

Ross Thinks Time Not Ripe to 
Establish It. 



Montreal. Aug. (i.— "The question of 
installing a shiu-buildiiig plant eith 
al Halifax or Sydney is one that has 
occupied the attention of a good many 
English and American ship-building 
linns for some time past, and up to the 
present opinions are divided as to 
whether it would really prove a success 
or not. Ever since I became connected 
with the Dominion Iron & Steel com- 
pany 1 have given the subject much at- 
tention, and without wishing in any 
way to discourage those who tire inter- 
ested in the project. 1 hardly think the 
present time is the proper one to install 
such a plant in Canada." 

Such was the statement made by 
dames Ross, president of the ]>o- 
lninion Coal and Dominion Iron oc 
iSteel com puny. 

"The undertaking is a gigantic one. 
and yel is one in which every large 
steel company is greatly interested. 
Events may happen in tho near future 
which will change my opinion on the 
subject, but my present view is the re- 
sult of careful investigation, made both 
at Sydney and Halifax. There is not 
any doubt that if such an undertaking 
ittligllt promise to be successful, either 
of the places mentioned might be a 
suitable locution. The directors of the 
steel company have not as yet serious- 
ly considered tho matter, but if at some 
future time it was decided to under- 
take it. Sydney would, of course, be the 
most convenient place for us."

THE 'XATAL ACT. 

! We repeat -what we have said before 
that the passing and enforcement of the 
Natal Act in Canada is n purely do- 
mestic question, with which the Imper- 
ial government lias disavowed any claim 
or title to interfere. Do we understand 
the Times to deny this? The point is 
not so unimportant as it looks. Those 
who have opposed legislation along the 
lines of the Natal Act in Canada or any 
province of Canada have persistently 
appealed to the sentiment of loyalty to 
the British Empire as justifying their 
course. They have no right to do so. 
They never had any Tight to do so. 
the Colonial office objected to the Natal 
Act as against Imperial policy, it 
.-would have made the objection in Na 
tal, where the net originated. It would 
never have attempted to influence Can- 
ada against legislation which it accept- 
ed in Natal. As a matter of fact, th~ 
Colonial olnce advised Canada to study 
the legislation of 'Natal. The question 
of whether the jurisdiction to pass such 
legislation lies in the Dominion or the 
Provinces is entirely a different question 
."Whether it does, or whether it does not, 
the tiaurier government is responsible 
for the fact that the Natal Act or some- 
thing equivalent is not in force in Can- 
ada. There is no getting around 
away from that. That is what 
want thoroughly understood in the first 
place. It elearsjhe ground for the dis- 
cussion and final settlement of the ques 
tion of Oriental immigration into Can 
ada. People have a much better idea of 
.what to do when they know exactly 
where they are. 

' >fi TU1B OUTLAW. 

The romance of outlawry died with 
the introduction of railroads and teleg- 
raphy. The outlaw of olden days was 
a splendid creature viewed at a respect- 
able distance of time; the outlaw of to- 
day is never more than a depraved crimi- 
nal of the most abandoned type. The 
outlaw round whom circles a halo of 
romance, was generally a political of- 
fender, the standard bearer of some lost 
cause, or the agent of some private re- 
venge. He opposed a power which was too 
strong for him, the power of the State, 
hut a power in those days, intermittent 
and ineffective in its operation. But the 
power of the State today is never exer- 
cised against the individual to the extent 
of outlawry except for crime, and that 
power is a million times more effective 
than it has ever been in the history of 
the world before. Even in the thinly 
populated territory of the Pacific North- 
west the spectacle of a single man defy- 
ing bM force of arms the power of or- 
ganized society has nothing romantic 
about it, nothing attractive about it, it 
is simply horrible. What must have 
been the tortures of Tracy during that 
delirious nightmare which followed his 
murderous escape from prison, stained 
with the blood of men who had never 
injured him, at war with the whole hu- 
man race, hunted with hounds like a 
man-killing breast of prey, weary, hun- 
gry, thirsty, emaciated, but with no 
human eye to pity him, nor the hope of 
succour from any fellow creature, and 
yet, possessing the power of reflection, 
of consecutive thought, and, worst of 



ail, of imagination. There is no pen 
can picture the horror in that man's 
mind as ho crawled wounded into his 
potter's field and turned his weapon 
against himself. But if we were able to 
render audible the contents of his mind 
through the impressions left on his forain 
they would preach 'an unexampled ser- 
mon upon the way of transgressors. 

COItttUPTTON IN POL.ITTOS. 

The following quotation from a speech 
made a few years ago by U. 'S. Senator 
lngalls, is a complete illustration of 
political corruption: 

Politics, he said, is a battle for supre- 
macy. The decalogue and the golden 
rule have no place in a political cam- 
paign, in war it is lawful to deceive 
tho adversary, to hire 'Hessians, to pur- 
chase mercenaries, to mutilate, to kill, 
to destroy. The commander who lost 
a battle through the activity of his 
moral nature would be the derision und 
jest of history. The modern cant about 
the corruption of politics is fatiguing 
in the extreme. It proceeds from the 
tea, custard, and syllabub dillctanteism, 
the frivolous, and desultory sentimentul- 
Ism of epiceues. 

The last stage of moral degradation 
has been reached when the consciousness 
of degradation has disappeared. Senator 
lngalls compares a political campaign to 
a campaign in war. The comparison is 
apt. But even actual warfare is carried 
ou under certain rules. Would a com- 
mander be covered with ridicule for re- 
specting the white Hag, or his own safe 
conduct given au enemy? (Similarly, 
rules should be observed in political war- 
fare. In attempting to discover what 
these rules are we must draw a distinc- 
tion which Senator lngalls does not 
draw, between politics and political cam- 
paigns. Politics is the science and art 
of government, a/bout which people may 
and nearly always do have different 
ideas. Hence there is political warfare 
to decide which set of ideas shall domi- 
nate the affairs of the nation. Now 
the fundamental principle of our system 
of government against which no one 
appeals, is than the will of the people, 
as constitutionally expressed, shall gov- 
ern, and that the constitutional expres- 
sion of that will shall as nearly as pos- 
sible conform to the vote of the majority 
of the electors. From that fact the 
first and lust great rule of political cam- 
paigning may very easily be deduced. 
It is that any methods influencing the 
will of the people are according to the 
rules of the game, any methods aimed 
at preventing its expression ore unfair. 
If a man votes under pressure of any 
kind, then his will is enforced, or if 
lots are destroyed, miscounted, or 
t in the name of absentees, the will 
of tho people is misrepresented by tho 
result. Therefore unfair methods may 
be adopted towards the voter before he 
votes, or towards his ballot after he has 
voted. It will occur to everyone that 
this broad distinction does not at first 
sight appear to include bribery among 
unfair methods. Bribery, however, is au 
almost wholly ineffectual political wea- 
pon, except iu cases where the different 
principles involved in a political cam- 
paign do not, to the person to .be bribed, 
amount to the difference between Tweed- 
ledum and Twecdledee. Where the issue 
in a political campaign is simply wheth- 
er something shall be done by Tweedle- 
dum', or the same thing done by Twecd- 
ledee, it need not surprise us if a voter 
who knows little of either, and from 
what he does know, despises both, is 
ready to accept a money consideration 
for his vote from whichever comes for- 
ward first. If, however, the voters will 
and judgment are involved in the man- 
ner by which he shall cast his vote, he 
is not so easily bribed. iSWH, bribery is 
the most insidious and pernicious of all 
ways of defeating the people's will, be- 
cause it attacks the voter iu the fortress 
of his own character, and makes him a 
ttnitor against himself. However, a 
great deal of the corruption which in- 
fests politics is due to the lethargy of 
the people, and that lethargy is due to 
the fact that the people are not gravely 
interested in many of the issues of mod- 
ern campaigns. Let a vital question 
•'"me up which really stirs them, corrup- 
tion and corrupt or both, are shriveled up 
and swept away iu the blaze of popular 
indignation or enthusiasm.

CtVIC FINANCES. 

Sir,— In this morning's Issue your article 
on the lluauce of the city I heartily ap- 
proved. The custom of allowing money to 
be spent for othtr purposes than that voted 
by the people should not toe allowed to pass 
without a. protest. The iMuyor figures out 
that there will be a surplus next year, if 
■the Point Ellice bridge 3s built at the pres- 
ent estimate of cost, not taking Into Con- 
sideration any changes that may be made 
or alterations between now and the com- 
pletion of the bridge, one can nt once see 
how uncertain It is to count on a surplus. 
Any ipubllc or private piece of work, the 
first estimate is never to be relied on. 
This Is a well known fact, and the same 
applies to public work. ' 

But Mayor Huyward, with his eye to all 
the money he can get his bauds ou, wishes 
to spend this year any seeming surplus on 
public works to be constructed a year 
hence. This Is at once, as you will see, 
not only unjust, to the taxpayer, but unfair 
to next year's Council. 1 also noticed u 
few days ago; In fact. It was part ef the 
discussion of the Council In session, that 
the statement was made that about $100,- 
000 would be 'available out of the several 
'by-law.s pool last year for public works, 
and It was n question what was to be done 
with the $100,000 surplus. Mr. Editor, you 
can readily see if tbla 'sort of thing was 
allowed to go on, where our public matters 
would drift. In nanny Instances public 
money would bo asked for In larger sums 
than was necessary for such works, In the 
hope that the Mayor and Council of Ihe 
day .would have the spending of the sur- 
plus. This you 'can «ee would lend to 
abuses. I notice also today a very uncon- 
stitutional proceeding taking place. Not 
withstanding the vote of the Council In re- 
jecting the action of the Mayor, a petition 
Is In circulation (presumably (projected toy 
the Mayor). The said petition sets forth 
that the Mayor and Council may 
authorize 1 the spending of the 
supposed surplus of money. Can 
anyone Imagine a more direct blow to 
our municipal institutions than such an 
act? In this instance the majority of the 
Council reject in open Council a proposition 
and then we find a petition passed around 
to undo what as a majority they had con- 
sidered right. 1 hope we are working under 
government constituted bodies. If not, It 
Is time for the people to call a halt.

CIVIC FINANCING. 

Sir,— In your Issue of the Bth I note the 
following statement made Iby the Mayor 
as to the 'Point Ellice bridge: "City loan 
and Interest, $77,f>00. This debt was in- 
curred therefore 10 to 18 months before 
there was any apparent need for It. Interest 
and sinking fund must, ibo paid by the 
ratepayers, from date of Issue, whether 
they use the money or not, to the extent 
of some $5,000 out of current revenue. It 
sounds very plausible to j>ay we have 
Sii.rxX) to our credit (on deposit account), 
prcsumafoly as a matter of sound financing, 
but please to remember It lias coot us some 
$5,600 to set it! Is ithls financing? Is It 
the commonest horse sense? Can Sve be 
surprised then,! when small workc of cry- 
ing needs are called for, that .we nre told, 
"there are no funds avallalblfc?" Let us cal- 
culate, 'If we can, how many thousands 
of our hard earnings have been fooleil away 



As soon as the traveling derrick, which 
has been removed from ius position on 
top of the cofferdam at James Bay 
causeway can be placed upon a scow, 
the work of finishing the 'Belleville street 
retaining wall will be taken ill hand. 
A sketch of this portion of the work 
was published a few days ago, but it 
is well to point out that this plan ami 
the l'aardeberg gate scheme must not 
be confounded. 

.As at present designed, the wall along 
the .bellevillc street front will be built 
to one or two feet above high water 
mark, and the remainder of the bank 
will be sodded, thus making a green 
stupe down almost to the high water 
level. At the end of the causeway prop- 
er, on the LSelleville street end, will be 
steps leading down to the top of the 
low wall above referred to. Along the 
lop of the wall will be a path way from 
one end to the other. 

About the centre of the low wall wi.l 
be steps from the street line down to 
the top Of. the wall, ami a third flight 
will be provided at the western end. It 
has been proposed to carry the centre 
Might of steps down to low water iu 
order to permit of a landing being made 
at that point at all stages of the tide. 
But to do this will necessitate the build- 
ing of a cofferdam around the locality 
in order that the foundations which 
would be beyond low water mark, 
might be laid. This point bus not there- 
fore been definitely settler!. 

As will be seen no provision is made 
for the l'aardeberg Gate, but, of course 
it would be an easy matter at any time 
hereafter to erect this monument on 
the low wall which is about to be built. 
iBut Engineer Toprn in common with n 
great many other citizens, is of opinion 
that the gate would not attract that 
attention which it is desirable such a 
commemorative monument should. It 
would not be seen by the erowdsj.pass- 
ing along .Belleville street, and the high 
parapet of the causeway would prevent a 
good view of it being obtained from 
other point than Wharf street, or from 
boats on the harbor itself. 

Tho engineer proposes that the small 
V at the Belleville street end of the 
bridge formed by the curving of the 
latter street to meet the bridge, aud 
the lines as followed by the street car 
track, and the centre of Belleville 
street, should be utilized for any monu- 
ment which it may be decided to erect. 
In this positiou the memorial to our 
brave dead would attract the attention 
of all, and would occupy one of the most 
prominent and public positions which it 
would be possible to .select. 

As to the provision of a conduit, in 
which all wires crossing the embank- 
ment .shall be curried, it may be noted 
that .Engineer Topp attended to that 
, point many months ago. ,[n fact when 
the derrick was first erected on the cof- 
ferdam the question arose as to whether 
the wires would not interfere with the 
working of the spar, but by a little care 
it was found unnecessary to move the 
wires. However 'Mr. Topp at that time 
pointed out the fact that a conduit 
would be necessary into which all the 
wires must go. 

It is stated . that notice has been given 
the club to remove the James 'Bay boat 
house from the foot of Menzies street, so 
that tho wall can be continued to the 
western line of that thoroughfare. It 
is also said that the wood yard adjoin- 
ing tho club encroaches upon the street.

Although isolated on a bleak and 
stormy portion of the Island, and within 
the sound of the roar of the mighty 
Pacific life at Bamfield creek during the" 
progress of the work has been anything 
tout dull. The just arrived contractor 
states that there are upwards of -o men 
employed at the post, and many of the 
workmen have their families with them, 
so that there is now quite a little colony 
gathered about the works. iSocial hops 
and impromptu concerts are frequent 
and many other sources of amusement 
are exploited to wile away the time. 

There are yet to be built the manag- 
er's house, a wharf, and a boiler house. 
The establishment will have its owr 
electric light installation, and the boilci 
bouse will supply the motive power for 
the dynamos, as well as for the beatini' 
of tlie various buildings. Altogether 
this cable station will be a very com- 
plete one in every respect, and every- 
thing will be done to secure the com- 
fort of those whose duty it will be to 
hold the linger as it were on the pulse 
throbs of life at the Antipodes, and in 
a measure act as the connecting link 
bi t ween two worlds.

sioned some commotion, for there are 
h w brigauthn-s on this Coast, and when 
the briguntine \V. K. Irwin, which re- 
sembles the treasure hunter, whose ar- 
rival is being looked for here, is ac- 
counted for, and us the brigantine \\ . 
li. Tanner, is known to be many nines 
uwuy from the Straits, many are of the 
opinion that the inbound brigantine. is 
the treasure hunting vessel, returning 
from the quest of the buried millions, on 
rtliieb she started seven mouths ago. 
Whether the Blakeley litis been success- 
ful, and is laden with the crown jewels 
which were pilfered from old i'eru by 
the Nova Seotian bark Mary Pea, the 
doubloons of the galleons of the Spanish 
'Main pirated by the old lime pirate 
ltollita, or with bill her ballast ill her 
bold ami a hard luck story as her only 
cargo, cannot be learned until the vessel 
icaches port— that is if the inbound 
brigautiuc is tho awaited treasure hunt- 
er. 

It is seven months and a day since 
the brigantine with' her tapering spars 
High in air was towed out of the harbor 
by the tug Mystery, with Gapt. Fred. 
Hackett in command, and Cant. VVhid- 
den as mate, and Justin Gilbert, the 
erstwhile court stenographer, as super- 
cargo, D. M. Enyeart, as the operator 
of the witch-hazel gold finder; W. Raub, 
as engineer; YV. Powell, who was second 
officer of the ill-fated Islander, as second 
mute; "iShorty" Blackwood and 13 other 
Victorians, all interested in the recovery 
of the long-buried treasures, for which 
so many had unsuccessfully sought. 

If the' inbound brigantine is the Blake- 
ley she will probably reach port before 
nightfall— and then the problem will be 
solved— and perhaps, although many are 
cynical— the precious cargo will be laud- 
ed. There would no doubt be a rush of 
would-be 'longshoremen in such an event.

Northern Pacific Liner liriugs Big Cargo 
From the Far Hast. 

Steamer Glenogle. ('apt. Warner, of 
the Northern Pacific line reached port 
yesterday morning from the Orient. She 
made a ' good passage, arriving on her 
schedule time despite the fact that she 
remained over one day tit Hongkong be- 
cause of tho prevalence of a typhoon, 
which it was afterwards learned caused 
much damage in Manila. The Glenogle 
brought a fall cargo of general Chinese 
and .Japanese merchandise, including 
much silk and ten, and she lauded 320 
tons of general freight for local con- 
signees at the Outer wharf before leav- 
ing for the Sound yesterday afternoon. 
'The passenger list, included two saloon, 
Messrs. Van Blissinger, of Manila, and 
Van Berger, of Yokohama. There wore 
(i."i Chinese and 10 Japanese in the 
steerage. The trip across the Pacific 
was without incident, but two vessels 
being sighted, one being the lumber 
laden steamer Kirkdale, bound from 
Vancouver for Taku with n full cargo 
of lumber, and the other the Empress of 
Japan, which arrived in port on Tues- 
day. Tlie Kirkdale was sighted on the 
meridian. 181) degrees, and ."bout 50.50 
north latitude. 

On her last passage from here the 
steamer Glenogle made a better passage 
than any of the Northern Pacific liners 
or Nippon Yusen Knisim vessels, in fact, 
any other liner, other than the Em- 
presses has made to Yokohama from 
Victoria. Tin' Glenogle made the pas- 
sage in 11! days, 21 hours, one day reel- 
ing off as high 347 miles. 

She will sail again for the Orient on 
August 1 1. Steamer Kinshin Mnrti will 
sail from hero on Tuesday next for 
Yokohama am! the steamer Shinano 
Mnru, also of the Nippon Yusen lTnishn 
line is due to arrive from the Japanese 
port on Tuesday. Tbe steamer Riojun 
Marti arrived at Yokohama from this 
port on 'Friday.

Agricultural interests had their iuuings 
tit the City hall last evening, there being 
held the regular monthly assemblage of 
the hoard of management to hear reports 
and take action on various matters need- 
ing attention. The president, Mayor 
11 Lay ward, occupied the chair, and there 
were present Mr. T. G. Earl, of Lytton; 
Major Mutter, of Duncans, tiud T. A. 
Cunningham, of New Westminster. Pro- 
fessor Saunders, chief of the government 
experimental farms, visited the meeting 
during the evening, his presence and en- 
couraging words creating no little en- 
thusiasm among the large number of in 
tluential gentlemen present. 

The iBuihliiigs and Grounds committee 
asked for $200 for a building in the 
grounds, hut it was decided to uso a 
tent instead. 

The manager of the Maedounld Train- 
ing school wrote enclosing a refusnV*to 
allow of an exhibition from Prof. Rob- 
ertson. 'Mr. Bunnell expressed regret at 
this stand, as he stated the effect of the 
last, exhibit was distinctly good. 

Mr. T. A. Sharpe wrote stating that 
lie would be on hand at the exhibition 
with an exhibit from tbe farm at 
Agassiz. 

The Finance committee reported that 
subscriptions were coming in in a very 
satisfactory manner, also recommending 
the appropriation of $450 for the secre- 
tary's office and §250 for incidentals, 
witli a further $300 to the secretary iu 
case of a surplus. The report was adopt- 
ed. At this point the chairman intro- 
duced W. A. Saunders, tbe superinten- 
dent: of the Dominion Experimental 
Farms, who addressed the meeting, ex- 
pressing surprise at finding such a large 
and representative meeting of citizens 
as in the East the meetings of Agricul- 
tural committees wore always slimly tit- 
tended. 

The Printing committee reported pro- 
gress, and stated that indications were 
l hal the expenditure under this head 
would be well within the limit. 

From the Racing anil Sports commit- 
tee came a memo, that they had found 
the track very rough, but that since work 
had been done on it that the track wns 
now in first class shape. A letter from 
[littiBros. was enclosecf-proposing to give 
an exhibition of fire works on one even- 
ing in consideration of a percentage of 
the gate receipts during that evening. 
Tho meeting expressed approval of some 
such arrangements being entered into, 
am! the report was adopted. 

Tlie secretary had communicated with 
the local manager of the Street Car com- 
pany, and he thought that a satisfactory 
service would bo provided. Arrange- 
ments had been made to have extra firo 
protection this year, nnd as to lighting, 
he thought that perhaps the necessary 
ipower to run the dynamos might be 
secured from the city wires, which would 
effect a saving of about .SltfO. 

Tho secretary stated that it was pro- 
posed to use a part of Tlie building? tor 
an equariuui. Tlie salmon cauners would 
lie asked to lend their assistance in this 
matted instead of having their usual 
pile of salmon tins. An estimate of $150 
would cover the probable cost. Mr. 
Hoggs at some length outlined tlie pro- 
posed exhibit, whieji he said was sTrictiy 
in line with one of tho principal local 
industries. The meeting was strongly 
in favor of the idea, and it will be fur- 
ther investigated. 

Tlie chairman then asked '.Mr. 'Saun- 
ders to address the meeting. That gen- 
tleman said that since he had come into 
British Columbia he had seen such pro- 
gress as gratified hitn very much. In 
Victoria particularly he noticed much 
improvement since his last visit— old 
buildings hud disappeared, and many 
new ones had gone up. lie was much 
[pleased with this year's prize list, as 
the entries were no longer lost amid 

the great number of udvertisei iTs 

whieltf spoiled last year's list, die was 
glad to sec that the committee had got 
out of the trammels of those who were 
anxious to take advantage of the labors 
of association to bring before exhibitors 
the wares they had to see. It wns an 
improvement which lie thought the pub- 
lic would appreciate. II,. bad come to 
Victoria on this present occasion to con- 
sul! witli Secretary Hoggs to see what 
space would be allot tod so as to know 
what the experimental farm should do. 
The minister had asked him to endeavor 
lo arrange I'm- a lilting display from the 
Agassiz establishment, and he wouff 
endeavor to meet the wishes tor a first 
class exhibit. He hoped that the ex- 
perimental farm exhibit would be put 
in a conspicuous place, not far from I be 
entrance, mi as to make it as attractive 
Hs iMissible. There was plenty of ma- 
terial at Agassiz anil the exhibit was 
not put in as a competitor with other 
exhibitors, but was intended to have 
nn educative effect. The exhibit would 
be a satisfactory one to the promoters 
of the exhibition, and at the same time 
a ere. lit to the farm. When therefore 
be had obtained particulars of tbe size 
of lb,- space to be filled up he would 
on his return to Agassiz discuss the mat- 
ter with Mr. Sharpe, and make it an 
attractive one. The institution under 
his charge were for the benefit of the 
public— to give information. One fea- 
ture of the exhibit would be that nil 
fruit would be correctly named, and 
would be a sort of a standard to which 
the judges could at all times refer. This 
was very important iu all eases of fruit 
exhibits, particularly ot apples, and it 
was the commonest thing to Jiml wrong- 
ly mimed varieties. This was not al- 
ways the fault of the farmers, at) the 
agents who sold thi' trees very often put 
one tag on perhaps a whole bundle of 
trees, and when in fruit the fanner 
could not always correctly name them. 
It was a great thing to be set right, and 
the presence of such an exhibit as that 
referred to was one way to correct er- 
rors, lie hoped that the experimental 
farm at Agassiz would be of great help 
to farmers on the Pacific Coast. There 
were about ;!.(l(lll varieties of tlie larger 
variety of fruit trees on the farm, 
which was a larger collection than any 
other he knew of in the world. Of 
course it was not supposed that all of 
these would be generally useful to the 
province, but by a process of weeding 
out those that were found unsuitable 
only those of use would be left, acS"!n 
fiiturij it would not be necessary to go 
over the same ground again. In conclu- 
sion he statetl that he would go away 
impressed with the prospects of a very 
successful exhibition here nt Victoria. 

'Mr. Watson Clarke wished to know 
if the laud at Agassiz was as good as 
elsewhere, as the percentage per acre 
at that farm was much lower than other 
farms in the Dominion. 

Mr. 'Saunders said that for the past 
two years the percentage at Agassiz had 
been lower than some of the stations 
in the Northwest. In the latter places 
the prairie land was much richer than 
the Agassiz land, except when there was 
a dry season in the Northwest. Taking 
tlfe hind generally from Hope to Van- 
couver lie bad never seen except at 
Chllllwack, heavier crops thnn were 
grown at Agassiz. 

T. G. Earl, of Lytton. then addressed 
the meeting, and pointed" nut the desira- 
bility of concent rat inn of energies in 
the 'matter of exhibit ions. Mr. Earl's 
ndvice was good, and to the point, but 
space prevents a lengthened report. Mr. 
Ear! was followed by Mr. T. A. Cun- 
ningham. 

.Major .Mutter moved a vote of thanks 
tn Dr. Saunders, and this was seconded 
by 'II. D. TTelmcken, K. C. and carried 
unanimously.

Lord j Cranborne Defe nds I m ■ 
imperial Government Against^ 
^Attacks on Policy. 



London, Aug. C— In moving the Ap- 
propriation bill in the House today, the 
I'haucellor of the exchequer, Sir Mich- 
ael Hicks-Beach, explained that lie 
thought it desirable to alter one clause 
of the bill so as to enable the Chancel- 
lor to borrow funds when necessary ip 
financing tho exchequer, pending ' the 
gathering in of the taxes by tho Issu- 
ance of treasury bills, instead of bor- 
rowing on no better security than au 
"I t) U" of the Chancellor, as here- 
tofore customary- Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach added that the government ex- 
pected to have to borrow £15,000,000 to 
meet a deficiency in the next quarter, 
and unless the suggested better security 
should be forthcoming, the money mar- 
ket might be seriously discomposed. 
During the discussion of the bill, the 
government -was severely criticized by 
various members regarding its policy in 
Europe and 'China. The opposition 
claimed that 'Lord Salisbury had quar- 
relled with France and Spain, had alien- 
ated Turkey, had driven Italy into the 
arms of France, anil had failed to re- 
sist Russia, -while persistently courting 
Germany "with obsequious compliments 
and one-sided secret treaties. 

In the course of a general reply. Vic- 
count Cranborne, under-seeretary of 
the" Foreign Office, made an illumina- 
tive reference to the treaty with Ger- 
many, by saying that if a secret treaty

Lumber Company About to Erect Largo 
Drying Kilns. 

Chemniniis, Aug. 5.-The Victoria 
Lumber Manufacturing company are 
building a switch railway connecting 
their lumber yards with the E. & N. 
railway, which the company expect to 
have completed in the near future, when 
they will begin the tilling of orders for 
the Enstern provinces via the C. P It 
through Ladysmith. The switch runs 
through the waters of Horseshoe Bay, 
close nronml the coast in the form of "a 
semi-ctrcle of trestle work of about half 
a mile in length and counects with the 
company's lumber road at the waters 
I'd go. 

The company are also about to begin 
the erection of extensive drying kilns, 
with a capacity of 60,000 feet per day, 
Which will be built of solid stone. 

The mills are running full time, and 
there are two ships loading lumber 
now in the harbor, with another ex- 
pected in for lumber in till! course of a 
day or so. 

There is n big fire raging at present 
in the lumber woods of the company, 
the smoke from which almost pve'r- 
shadovvs the whole community, and the 
heat can be felt in the village.

If the cabinet ministers of Canada 
could make the trip tahen by a party of 
local cannerymen to Sun Juan island to 
see tho traps and purse seines taking 
the sockeyes, which passed the 'Van- 
couver Island coast unhindered, it is 
safe to say that before long traps and 
.purse seines will also in operation 
in British Columbia waters, and 
the British Columbia fishermen 
would no longer be the laughing stock 
of the seine dishers who gather in 0,700 
tisli in one haul of their 400-fathoin net, 
while — because of the laws against the 
use of traps or similar seines— the' Brit- 
ish Columbia fishermen must not at- 
tempt to take tho schools of fish which 
pass along their shores. 

The steamer Trader was chartered by 
a party of local cannery men, and with 
Mr. J. I'. Bubcock, tho British '.Colum- 
bia fishery inspector, (Messrs. J. 11. 
iLawsou, C. F. Todd, M. T. Johnson, B. 
C. Meiss, It. Kerr and i\V. Muusle, the 
vessel proceeded from Victoria through 
Mosquito I'ass, where there are two or 
three traps located, to Roche Harbor, 
where n clearance was secured, and the 
vessel went to the salmon banks. Slit 
steamed along close to the traps to sit 
if the fish were being taken in any num- 
ber, inn the trails were almost empty 
ami lew fish were seen jumping. To- 
wards evening, when the tide turned, 
the purse seiners started work, operat- 
ing on the shirk tide, and the party 
were given an insight into a very profit- 
able way of taking the sockeyes, which 
is not permitted on this side by a pater- 
nal government. The salmon were not 
running thick, hut few being taken. The 
lisheruieu seemed tolhink, though, that 
those taken were the forerunners of a 
new run, for sine:' the end of last week 
the" sockeyes had noi been running very 
thickly., although before that the trips 
took a large number. 

The party were mucll Interested in *'..-e 
working of the purse seines, which -icrr 
a novelty to many. Some of these m 
which weri' operated entirely free frur 
tile traps, were from 4.00 to 4'JO fathom-., 
in length anil from (ID to 10(1 feet deep. 
These seines could be operated to con- 
siderable advantage oil Beacon Hill or 
the coast of the Island, when the salmon 
are running, anil some thousands of the 
fish which go to till the United States 
trails could be secured by the British 
Columbia canneries if such were the 
case. The seines tiro operated by n:n ; 
fishermen from a scow, and while one 
of the men remains on the scow to si b 
that the net remains fust tketve on the 
windlass, the others row off around the 
fish, encircling the school, and then the" 
ropes at the bottom of the net are drawn 
in like the strings of a purse, nnd the 
fish arc- held in the net and hauled to 
the scow by the windlass. 

There were some 3-1 of these nets be- 
ing operated Willi success and some of 
them with considerable profit, for in 
one haul one of the nets look 5,700 fisn 
a few days ago. Meanwhile the gov- 
crninont-hurussod fishermen of 'British 
Columbia must wait until the fish have 
made their way past these seine note 
and traps of the United States can- 
neries — lor they cannot do anything until 
the fish arrive at tho Uraser, where the 
gill nets arc! spread for them.
